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County offers loans 
for facade face-lifts

Crawford County officials are 
making funds available to help 
business Owners spruce up the 
appearance of their buildings. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners is making 
loans for business facade 
improvements available through 
the county economic develop- 
ment fund. 

Under the terms of the pro- 
gram, up to a $7,500 loan would 
be made available for businesses 
on the condition that the business 
owner invest an eqttal amount in 
the storefront upgrades. The 
loans are interest free. 

“We know that businesses are 
struggling and we saw the facade 
loan program as doing our part 
to help business owners advance 
their business and hopefully gen- 
erate more traffic for everyone,” 
said Paul Compo, the Crawford 
County administrator. 

Compo said the economic 
development joan committee 
hopes to make loan funds avail- 
able to businesses within the 
City of Grayling’s Downtown 
Development District to help 
existing businesses and fill 
empty storefronts. The loans, 
however, are available to any 
business in the county, 

Brad Butcher, a Gaylord archi- 
tect, completed a set of render- 
ings of downtown Grayling last 
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fall with a vision on how build- 
ing facades would appear after 
renovations are complete with 
the goal of preserving the his- 
toric value of the downtown 
area. The City of Grayling 
received a $30,000 United States 
Department of Agriculture Rural 
Business Enterprise grant for the 
project 

Last year, the commissioners 
moved the economic develop- 
ment fund from being overseen 
by the Crawford County 
Housing Commission to be 
administered by Compo. The 
board made the move to avoid 
steep administration fees 
charged by the housing commis- 
sion to recoup funds granted 
from the loan fund so that more 
funds could be used to help 
retain and expand local business- 
cS, 
There is currently $180,000 in 
the economic development 
Fund. 

Commissioners agreed (0 ear- 
mark $50,000 for the facade loan 
program, but more funds could 
be designated for the program if 
a number of business owners 
take advantage of the inittative. 

“We want to get that money 
out there and have it working for 
the community,” Compo said.

A forensic evaluation was 
ordered last week for a 60-year- 
old Midland man accused of try- 
ing to stab a Hanson Hills 
employee with a knife and 
assaulting a sheriff’s deputy 
while attempting to resist arrest.

Former vet ordered

Circuit Court Judge Dennis F. 
Murphy rejected a proposed plea 
agreement on Thursday, sending 
a former Grayling veterinarian 
who admitted to using pain med- 
icine used to treat sick animals to 
jail for a month. 

Murphy = sentenced Brian 
James Dawson H_ to serve 30 
days in the Crawford County 
Jail, saying he was not satisfied 
with a plea agreement between 
his attorney and Crawford 
County Prosecutor John Huss, 
which recommend no jail time. 

Prior handing down the sen- 
tencing, Murphy acknowledged 
that the rigorous schooling that 
Dawson has completed and said 
the drug theft was out of charac- 
ter, but stressed that a strong 
deterrence message needed to 
sent to the pubic. 

“Tf it is well known that you 
can steal drugs and there is no 
jail time, I don’t think that is a 
good thing and there is no deter- 
rence for others,” Murphy said. 

Dawson, who was credited for 
two previous days spent in jail, 
was also ordered to pay a $1,000 
penal fine and $1,420 in fines 
and court costs. He was placed 
on probation for 18 months, 

Dawson pleaded guilty to 
attempted larceny in a building, a 
two-year felony charge, in 
Crawford County Circuit Court 
on Friday, Feb. {0, Dawson 


several orders to drop the knife 
and stand still, Schnoor eventual- 
ly sprayed Archangel with pep- 
per spray so he could take him 
into custody.

At the sentencing hearing, 
Mesack said he hoped that 
Dawson would receive extended 
treatment for his issues and 
would perform community serv- 
ice so he could someday return to 
the vetranarian field. 

“T feel bad that be betrayed the

Professions Board of Veterinary

Archangel also says he is 
mounting a campaign as a 
Radical Conservative Republican 
for the 2008 presidential elec- 
tion. 

Archangel said he created the 
website for the identification of 
satan’s sons of darkness, their 
works and their organizations. 
The site has several links to other 
web pages, including the web 
sites of the various branches of 
the armed forces. 

The website says that 
Archangel authored a book, 
which was reviewed by Jesus 
Christ, which kicked off the 
enthusiastic buying response of 
angels and saints in heaven, 

Archangel, who ts being held 
in the Crawford County Jail in 
lieu of a $100,000 bond, faces up 
to life or any number of years in 
prison if convicted for the 
attempted homicide charge.

Dawson is accused of using 
Bupernex — a narcotic analgesic 
used on cats in small amounts, 
which ts a controlled substance. 
Police recorded Dawson remov- 
ing the drug from vials at the 
clinic using a surveillance video 
and then injecting a saline solu- 
tion into the bottle. 

Veterinary technicians are 
trained to take animals outside 
after receiving preoperative med- 
ications to see how they respond. 
Dawson sent technicians back 
into clinic, which prevented them 
from being able to report the 
effects of the preoperative med- 
ications upon the animals. 

Mesack said his office staff 
ficlded ‘a number of calls from 
clients after the Dawson’s case 
became public. He added that no 
animals treated at the clinic were 
adversary impacted since other 
pain drugs arc also used when 
surgeries are conducted. 

Paul Jarboce, Dawson’s  attor- 
ney from Traverse City, said his 
drug abuse problem stemmed 
from a motorcycle accident that 
he has been involved in. Jarboc 
said that Dawson had quit a pre- 
vious job in attempt to avoid hav- 
ing access to the drugs. 

Dawson expressed remorse for 
putting his fantily, the veterinary 
clinic staff and Mesack through 
the ordeal,

faction, or in case of unforeseen emer- 
gencies — such as hurricane relief — 
which may require immediate action.

to work pretty well. Michigan once 
worked with similar provisions, until 
the mania for a full-time legislature 
took root 30 years or so ago. 

Florida has term limits for legisla- 
tors, too, as well as for the governor. 

It’s the same in Michigan. More peo- 
ple live in Florida, too. 

An important difference is that in 
Michigan, the legislative session starts 


in January and ends in December. In 


Michigan making laws is a full time, 
year around business. 

Is Michigan governed any better than 
Florida because of 12-month legislat- 
ing? Or, for that matter, is Michigan in 
better shape, legislatively speaking, 
than the other 40-plus states where leg- 
islatures are part-time, and most with 
limited sessions?

all 60 days while in session, they are 


turning to the good old reliable public 
treasury. 
Legislators have received a $117 per 
day subsistence stipend while in ses- 
sion. In the past, payments have been 
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limited to 37.5 days for house mem- 
bers and 40 days for senators, Why not 
raise that to the entire 60 days? 

Why not indeed. And so they did. 

House member stipends will go up 
$2,661 and for senators up $2,340 to 
$7020 each, Added cost to the state by 
one calculation, is about $400,000. 

Would similar limitations on lobby- 
ist gifts be effective in Michigan? 
Maybe. 

Another wrinkle in the Florida 
reform attempts may be worth another 
look, too. 

Florida state law prohibits making or 
accepting contributions inside the state 
capitol or any government-owned 
building. 

Lawmakers also are prohibited from 
accepting campaign’ contributions

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while the legislature is in session, That 
means the political fund raising season 
is reduced by at least 60 days. 

In Michigan, with the legislature in 
session year around, lawmakers would 
be severely limited in raising funds for 
the inevitable next campaign. 

If that rule were in effect in 


' Michigan, it would be a sure way to get 


legislators to wind up their sessions 
early. That would mean a part-time leg- 
islature, hopefully with part-time 
salaries and part-time staffs and what- 
ever.

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St. Patrick’s Day customs and traditions 


The person who was to 
become St. Patrick, the patron 
saint of Ireland, was born in 
Wales about AD 385. His 
given name was Maewyn, and 
he almost didn't get the job of: 
bishop of Ireland because he 
lacked the required scholar- 
ship. 

Far from being a saint, until 


he was 16, he considered him- | 


self a pagan. At that age, he 
was sold into slavery by a 
group of Irish marauders that 
raided his village. During his 
captivity, he became closer to 
God. 

He escaped from slavery 
after six years and went to 
Gaul where he studied in the 
monastery under St. Germain, 
bishop of Auxerre for a period 
of twelve years. During his 
training he became aware that 
his calling was to convert the 
pagans to Christianity. 

His wishes were to return to 
Ireland, to convert the native 
pagans to Christianity. But his 
superiors instead appointed St. 
Palladius. But two years later, 
Palladius transferred to 
Scotland, Patrick, having 
adopted that Christian name 
earlier, was then appointed as 
second bishop to Ireland, 

Patrick was quite successful 
at winning converts. And this 
fact upset the Celtic Druids. 
Patrick was arrested several 
times, but escaped each time. 
He traveled throughout 
Ireland, establishing monaster- 
ies across the country. He also 
set up schools and churches 
which would aid him in his 
conversion of the Irish country 
to Christianity. 

His mission in Ireland lasted 
for thirly years. After that 
time, Patrick retired to County 
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Down. He dted on March 17 in 
AD 46!. That day has been 
commemorated as St. Patrick's 
Day ever since. 

Much Irish. folklore sur- 
rounds St. Patrick's Day, Not 
much of it is actually substan- 
tiated. 

Some of this lore includes 
the belief that Patrick raised 


people from the dead, He also” 


is said to have given a sermon 
from a hilltop that drove all the 
snakes from Ireland. Of 
course, no snakes were ever 
native to Ireland, and some 
people think this is a metaphor 
for the conversion of the 
pagans. Though originally a 
Catholic holy day, St. Patrick's 
Day has evolved into more of a 
secular holiday. 

One traditional icon of the 
day is the shamrock. And this 
stems from a more bona fide 
Irish tale that tells how Patrick 
used the three-leafed sham- 
rock to explain the Trinity. He 
used it in his sermons,to repre- 
sent how the Father, the Son, 
and the Holy. Spirit could all 
exist as separate elements of 
the same entity. His followers 
adopted the custom of wearing 
a shamrock on his feast day. 

The St. Patrick's Day cus- 
tom came to America in 1737. 
That was the first year St, 
Patrick's Day was publicly cel- 
ebrated in this country, in 
Boston. 

Today, people celebrate the 
day with parades, wearing of 
the green, and drinking beer. 
One reason St. Patrick's Day 
might have become so popular 
is that it takes place just a few 
days before the first day of 
spring. One might say it has 
become the first green of

Proposal would protect 
Owners of guns from job bias

Michigan employers would 
face civil suits if they discrimi- 
nate against gun-owning workers 
or job applicants under a new 
proposal intended to restrict 
bosses’ power over employees’ 
off-the-job activities. 

The proposal reflects a con- 

_cern among some lawmakers that 
employers are interfering with 
legal lifestyle and personal 
choices of their workers, such as 
smoking, obesity and gun owner- 
ship. 

The bill would prohibit 
employers from using legal 
firearm ownership or possession 
of a weapons license as the basis 
for negative decisions on recruit- 
ment, hiring, firing or compensa- 
tion. 

Although prospective, current 
and past employees would be 
able to sue on their own behalf, 
the measure wouldn’t empower 
the state Civil Rights Department 
to investigate complaints. The 
department can probe job-related 
bias based on such factors as age, 
religion, race and gender. 

As drafted, the bill recognizes 
exceptions for legitimate occupa- 
tional requirements and for activ- 
ities on company property during 
work hours. 

The .lead Senate sponsor, 
James Barcia, said his intent is to 
protect employees who legally

own or have the right to use 
firearms. 

“A lot of times people are clear 
they're against guns or for the 
right to bear arms,” said Barcia, 
D-Bay City, who describes him- 
self as “a lifelong hunter who is 
trying to introduce pro-active 
Second Amendment-type bills.” 

He satd, “We thought this 
would be additional protection.” 

Senate co-sponsor Jud Gilbert, 
R-Algonac, said, “I certainly 
kind of link it to the idea of 
employers and employee’s pri- 
vate life.” 

Gilbert emphasized that the 
measure would apply only if an 
employee had a valid permit. 
“We're not saying it’s anybody.” 

And Sen. Ron Jelinek, R- 
Three Oaks, said he hadn’t heard 
from any constituents encounter- 
ing job discrimination because of 
their gun ownership but “I’ve 
certainly heard from people” 
who don’t want their firearms 
rights abridged. 

“{ don’t know why having a 
(weapons) license should be a 
problem to anybody,” said 
Jelinek, another sponsor. 

“It shouldn’t be a problem. It 
should be a help because that 
person has to have passed some 
scrutiny as to his or her mental 
state,” he said, referring to the 
screening process to obtain a 
concealed weapons permit. 

The bill doesn’t directly

address a related national contro- 
versy: whether employers can 
prohibit employees from leaving 
legal firearms locked in vehicles 
parked on business property. 

According to the National 
Rifle Association, the issue first 
arose in 2002 when = an 
Oklahoma company fired 
employees for having guns in 
their vehicles on company prop- 
erty. The legislatures in 
Oklahoma, Minnesota and 
Alaska later passed laws that 
block such policies. 

Ann Parker, the chief operat- 
ing officer for the Small 
Business Association of 
Michigan, said her group gener- 
ally opposes legislative efforts to 
control employer-employee rela- 
tionships, especially at-will rela- 
tionships where bosses can ter- 
minate workers for any reason 
and workers can quit for any rea- 
son. 

As for the type of legislation 
proposed, Parker said, “With any 
of these kinds of efforts to bring 
in personal lifestyle issues into a 
business decision, we shouldn’t 
be going down that road. 
Whether somebody smokes at 
home or has a_ concealed 
weapons permit or enjoys hunt- 
ing except for a handful of posi- 
tions J can think of, they’re not 
related to job duties.” 

The bill also would prevent 
employers from requiring appli-

cants or workers to waive their 
gun-owning rights. 

“The intent is you can’t nego- 
tiate these things away. They’re 
your basic rights,” said John 
Mulcrone, the Senate 
Democratic counsel. “We're try- 
ing to return to the notion that it’s 
a contractual — relationship,” 
where workers are paid for their 
labor and then “we part ways.” 

Barcia, the main sponsor, said 
he’s received no commitment 
that the Senate Commerce and 
Labor Committee will hold a 
hearing, but if the measure 
moves forward, he said he’ 
work to resolve any opposition. 

“Obviously we don’t want to 
interfere with the right of an 
employer to have control over 
their work environment,” he said. 
“It may be they will welcome a 
middie ground resolution of 
these issues, to resolve employ- 
er-employee disputes.”

Jason Allen, R-Traverse City; 
Dennis Olshove, D-Warren; 
Mark Schauer, D-Battle Creek, 
and Alan Sanborn, Richmond 
Township.

These water bills safeguard supply.

Michigan's abundant water 
resources are a major part of its 
economy, so large-scale water 
withdrawals are often a topic for 
debate and legislation. 

"We don't realize how much 
water is the foundation for our 
quality of life here in 
Michigan,” said Frank Ruswick, 
special assistant to the director 
of the Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ). 
"It's a resource we're very 
blessed to have." 

Ruswick was the lead DEQ 
negotiator for recently passed 
bills intended to prevent nega- 
tive environmental impacts due 


to large-scale water  with- 
drawals. 
In part, the legislation 


requires permits for the largest 
withdrawals and prohibits new 
or increased withdrawals that 
will harm fish populations. 
Ruswick said rivers and 
streams are more vulnerable 
than inland lakes or the Great 


Lakes, because withdrawals that 
would have little impact on 
large lakes could drastically 
change smaller bodies of water. 

If the water level or tempera- 
ture of a river changes too much, 
fish die, and a change in fish 
population is an indicator of 
other harmful environmental 
effects, he said. 

He added that it's more impor- 
tant to regulate water with- 
drawals based on environmental 
impacts than to restrict who is 
allowed to take water. 

Withdrawals by water bottling 
companies have ignited contro- 
versy in the past. In 2001, resi- 
dents near the Ice Mountain 
Spring Water plant in Mecosta 
County sued the bottler's parent 
company, Nestle Waters North 
America, claiming the plant's 
withdrawals dropped water lev- 
els in nearby lakes and streams. 

Ultimately, the plant was 
allowed to continue pumping 
water, and the new legislation 
will not change that, Ruswick 
said. 


Deb Muchmore, publicist for 
Ice Mountain, said the Mecosta 
County plant monitors water 
levels in surrounding lakes and 
rivers and reports the informa- 
tion to nearby communities and 
to the DEQ, which verifies the 
data. 

"We have a lot of water avail- 
able to us," Muchmore said. "It's 
what makes Michigan economi- 
cally competitive." 

Dan Vogler of the Harrietta 
Hills Trout Farm, about 20 miles 
northwest of Cadillac, said he's 
happy with the new legislation 
because it safeguards water 
resources but isn’t too restrictive 
on the agricultural sector. 

"I have probably one of the 
most water sensitive operations 
and I can live with it," he said. 

Vogler said that water 
resources "are only resources if 
they're usable,” so they should 
always be available to farmers 
and businesses, within reason. 

"Water has been an important 
part of Michigan economy for- 
ever," he said, “We conserve it, 


protect it and use it but we don't 
abuse it." 

James Clift, policy director 
for the Michigan Environmental 
Council, said more formal rules 
about water withdrawal may 
actually attract more manufac- 
turers and utility companies that 
depend on large amounts of 
water. 

"If they get this permit, they'll 
then know with some greater 
certainty that they'll be able to 
use this water into the future,” 
he said. 

The Legislature will review 
the bill package in 18 months to 
determine if it needs to be 
changed, Clift said. 

Ruswick said a Web-based 
tool in development would help 
companies and government 
agencies determine the impact 
of water withdrawals on fish 
populations, depending on the 
amount withdrawn and the area 
the water is taken from. That 
would allow for more scientific 
decisions about when and where 
water can be taken safely. 


Proposal would ease restrictions on transporting guns

The bill would require that 
guns be unloaded "in both barrel 
and magazine and be carried in 
the trunk of a vehicle." 

Currently, gun owners who are 
transporting their guns must 
either have a hunting license or 
be en route to or from a "rifle or 
target range, trap or skeet shoot- 
ing ground, or archery range.”
